Fearful Explosion at Bre- 
men. 

Bremen, Dec. 11. — Tko steamship 
Mosolle was at the pier to-duy taking 
on board passengers and their lug- 
gage for New York. The pier was 
crowded a3 usual by passengers, por- 
ters and stevedores, assisting in the 
departure of the vessel, when sudden- 
ly an explosion occurred, scattering 
death and terror on all sides. The 
first reports statod that it was the 
steam tug wliich had exploded, but it 
now appears that in the luggage of 
one of tho passengers was a package 
of dynamite. Tho baggago was by 
accident dropped, and the concussion 
caused tho explosion. The loss of lifo 
will be very groat. Many wore terri- 
bly in jured. The greatest excitement 
prevails, and assistance has beon sont 
to the scene of tho disaster. Tho Mo- 
solle was only slightly injured. 

London, Dec. 12. — A dispatch re- 
ceived from Bremen Haven to-night 
says that G8 persons wore hilled and 
35" wounded by the explosion yester- 
day on the quay of tho Mosollo, and 
eight are missing. 

A passenger on board tho Mosollo 
has siuca attempted to commit suicide 
but was prevented. He will bo ex- 
amined. 

London, Dee. 13. — G \. m, — A tole- 
gram from Bremen Haven says tho 
steamer Mosollo is much damaged by 
the explosion, and tho Salier will prob- 
ably take her place. Four of her pas- 
sengers wero killed, including Her- 
mann Cramer, of Iowa, and 6 wound- 
ed, among them Rudolf Witte* of 
New York. An official investigation 
shows the total killed by tho explo- 
sion GO, and. wounded iO. 

.New York, Dec. 13.— A dispatch 
from Bremen Haven says of the steam- 
ship's passengers killed by the dyna- 
mite explosion are Sherman Cramer, 
of Iowa, and Alfred Granichsledto, of 
Austria, cabin passengers. Steerage 
passengers killed: H, Koutz, Otto 
Kurniche, Adolph Kaufman, natives 
of North Germany. Cabin passengers 
wounded, Mrs. Marters, of Bremen; 
steerage passengers wounded, Rudolf 
"\Vhito,of New York;Wilholm Schmidt, 
Joseph Dancer, "Wilhelm Thomas. 
There wcro altogether 57 persons kill- 
ed and 23 wounded, the majority be- 
ing residents of .Bremen, who went 
down to the dock as spectators of tho 
shipment of the passengers. 

The man who delivered tho box of 
dynamite had planned that tho explo- 
sion should take place on the ocean 
during the voyage of the Moselle out- 
ward. 

Bremen, Dec. 13.— The steamship 
Salier will sail for New York to-mor- 
row in place of tho Moselle. 

London, Dec. 13. — A report came 
from Bremen to-day that the passen- 
ger who attempted to commit suicide, 
whoso, name is Thomas, had confessed 
that there was another case of explo- 
sive material on board the Moselle, that 
it was provided with clock-work ap- 
paratus, which was timed to explode 
in eight days, when the Moselle would 
be in midocean; that ho intended to 
land at Southampton; his object was 
to destroy tho Bteamer so that ho 
could claim the largo insurance which 
he had effected. A later despatch 
pronounces tho hoiible story not true. 
Tho case spoken of has been opened 
by tho police and found to contain 
nothing explosive or dangerous. 

Bremen, Deo. 14.— Tho "Weiser 
Zeitung" this morning asserts that the 
passenger Thomas confessed an in- 
tention of destroying tho steamship 
for the insurunco ho held, and implicat- 
ed otbors in tho plot. Tho report re- 
quires continuation, which can not be 
obtained before tho end of_ the judi- 
cial investigation going on. 

-Bremen, Dec. 14. — Tho man Thomas, 
who is apposed to have owned tho 
case of dynamite which exploded at 
Bremen Haven, is an American who 
lias beon residing for some montbs 
past at Strohlen, Saxony. 

Dresden, Dec. 14. — Tbo police made 
a "domiciliary" visit to tho abode of 
Thomas, in Straholou, but failed to 
discover anything throwing light on 
the torrible crime in which tho man is 
implicated. His wife has gono to 
Bremen Haven.

In 1871' wo fiutl tho 
Macdouald Government adopting a re- 
solution to tho effect "thattho land grants 
and money subsidy for tho building of 
tho Pacific Railway .should not incroaso 
tho then existing rate of taxation;" and in 
187'1 wo find tho Maokdnzio Government 
rovising tho "then oxisting" tariff.und im- 
posing on tho people threo millions addi- 
tional taxation a year and this dono on tho 
falso protonco of keeping faith with Brit- 
ish Columbia, und tho members from this 
Provinco led to supposo that this increase 
was for our special benefit, and under 
such an impression thoir votes woro so- 
cured. In 1872 tho Macdouald Govorn- 
mont pass the-lirst Paoifio Railway Bill, 
and in 1873 adopt a Minute of Council 
declaring that Esquimau shall bo tho 
Wostorn terminus of tho Pacific Railway. 
On'Sopt. 20th, 1875, wo find the Macken- 
zie Government declare in u Minute of 
Council (tho most disgraceful and humil- 
iating to'Canada ovor framed) ''that the 
proposod railway from Euquimalt to Na- 
naimo dons not form a portion.of tho Ca- 
nadian Pacific Rrailway as do/ined by the 
Act. In March, 1875, wo find Mr. Mac- 
kenzie introducing a Bill to construct tho 
Railway from Esquimalt to Nanaimo, up- 
on which occasion ho said: "The necessi- 
ty of this Bill arises from the fact that 
the Government havo agreed with the 
Government of British Columbia, as 
stated in tho papers beforo tho House, lo 
build thia road at the earliest possiblo 
dato; Parliament .may at a futuro time, if 
it pleases, declare tliiy to be u part of tho 
Pacific Railway provided that it is in tho 
lino that may suit for the ultimate termi- 
nus of the road oh the Piloilio. If tho ter- 
minus bo at Uuto lnlot, for instauco, and 
Parliament should resolvetogo beyond the 
headwators of that Inlet and connect with 
tho Esquimalt and Nanaimo road it may 
become a part of tho Pacific Railroad, but 
it is decided to build that part on the Is- 
land as an'ordinary Government railway, 
loaving tho fntnro to bo controlled by 
Parliament'."

Editor Colonist:— When it suits the 
Dominion Government placos groat 
weight on what has been predicated by Re- 
solution of the House of Commons; but 
when a different lino of aotion is doomod 
Dccessary "predications," "resolutions," 
and "Minutes of Council" aro scattered 
to tho winds. I think I can show that a 
resolution of the Canadian Houbo of Com- 
mons, or a "Minute of Council of the 
Canadian Ministry," is not much like tho. 
laws of tho Modes and Persians which 
altereth not," but is frequently altorod, 
and sometimes for base purposes. 

37 Victoria, chap. H,. ' 

"An Act to provide for tho construc- 
tion of tho Canadian Pacitio Railway" was 
introduced by tho Macken zie Administra- 
tion and sets forth in a long preamble 
the conditions on which British Colum- 
bia entered tho Union, "and the obliga- 
tions of the Dominion to construct a rail- 
way from tho seaboard of British Colum- 
bia connecting with tho railway system of 
Canada, to bo completed within ten years 
from tho date of Union;" "and that in 
order to provide means for meeting tho 
obligations of the Dominion tho rato of 
taxation has been raised much boyond 
that, existing at tho date of tho Resolution 
of 1871, which declarod that taxation 
should not bo increased for tho purposes 
of the Pacific Railway; aud whoroas, it is 
proper to mako provision for the con- 
struction of tho said work as rapidly as 
tho same can be accomplished without 
further raising tho rate of taxation," &o. 

Tho unmistakeable meaning sought to 
bo convoyed by this proamblo is that tax- 
ation has been increased solely to onablo 
tho Dominion to meet its obligations to 
British Columbia to construct tho Pacific 
Railway. How much of /this increased 
taxation, amounting to obout threo mil- 
lions of dollars a year, ft would ask, bus 
been spent on railway construction west 
east of tho Rooky Mountains? Scarcely 
ono dollar. It is true that wo havo somo 
steel rails hero; but under existing cir- 
cumstances they become a mookery. 

If tho building of tho Pacific Railway 
bo considered an impossibility and too 
much of a dnin on tho resources of tho 
Dominion, how comes it that millions are 
being spent on public works in Ontario 
and Quebec ? Is it fair or honest toontor 
into new obligations of magnitude whilst 
bid, und more binding onos, roinain un- 
fulfilled V It appears to mo that if the 
Paoifio Railway could bo constructed so 
as to encircle Ontario, that Mr. Blako aud 
Mr. Mackenzie, in such a case, would 
find no difflonlty in the way, and would 
havo little hesitation in straining the re- 
sources of tho country for its accjmplish- 
ment. The Resolutions declaring against 
further taxation, precoding Sir John's 
Railway Bill of 1872, and embodied in 
Mr. Mackenzie's Railway Bill of 1871, 
woro simply used as a blind to smooth 
the paumtgo of their respective bills

follows:— "It would Seem reasonable that 
tho peoplo of British Columbia should 
constrnot this work- thomsolvos, or, in 
lieu of this, other public works; and that 
tho compensation to bo given them by 
C an ad a. far any details which may lake place 
in the construction of the Pacific llailway 
should ho in the form of a cash bonus, to 
be applied towards j tho local railway, 
etc" It will bo^qbscrved that tho pro- 
posod bonus although it may be Applied 
to tho Island road, is not to be given in 
lieu thproof, but as compensation for do- 
lays which may take pluca in the con- 
struction of the whole line of the Pacific 
Railway. 

Suoli u ouuuiugly devised proposal is 
too transparent to hoodwink Columbians, 
and docH but little justice to tho far-fumed 
legal aciimou of Mr". Blako. If one of this 
gentloman's first poiitical acts on ai,- 
sumptiou of ofiiou has been to soil 
tho osoutoheon I or 'Canada with a. 
dishonest bh'ti .hp..,,. may expect 
poor reco'mpenso at tho hands 
d - country. This infamous 
ltoro to bo con- 
demned for its reckless and unprincipled 
repudiation of obligations than for any 
injury it can do British Columbia, stand- 
ing firmly as she does on her rights. If 
tho Mackenzie Administration drive 
through tho Union Act of 1871, tho Puci- 
fio Railway Acts of 1872 and 1871,tho Es- 
quimalt-Nauaimo Railway obligations, 
and Resolutions of Parliament and Min- 
utes of Council as through a pieoo of tis- 
sue pupor, what will becomo of tho affairs 
of tho oounlry ? Truly they will bo a 
helpless mass of dishouost confusion. Mr. 
Mackenzie, in his place iu Parliament 
during the session of 1S74, when taking 
occasion to mention certain proposals 
made to this Province through Mr. Edgar, 
said, "I will mako no sham commence- 
moiit. I hate shams." Does not tho Min- 
ute of Council clearly prove that all Mr. 
Mackenzie's saying* and -doings for the 
last'two years in connection with this 
Provinco havo beeu shame and delu- 
sions ? • r 

• S7 Victoria, Chap. 1. 
"An Act to authorize tho raising of a 
loan foAho construction of oortain pub 
lio works with tho benefit of tho Imperial 
guarantee for a portion thereof," sets 
forth in the preamble as follows: — 

"Whoreas ouo of tho conditions op 
which tho Colony of British Columbia 
was admitted into union with the Domin- 
ion of Canada by an Order of Her Mojes- 
ty in Council of the 10th day of May, 
1*871, was that tho Government of the 
Dominion should secure tho construction 
of a railway (iu this Act referred to as 
the Pacific Railway) to connect tho sen- 
board of British Columbia with the rail 
way system of Canada in themannor more 
particularly mentioned in the schedules 
to tbo BaCd order; and whereas, it is ex- 
pedient to raise by way of loan for tho 
purposo'of the construction of the Pacitio 
Railway, and also for the improvement 
and enlargement of tlio Canadian Canals, 
a sum of money not exceeding eight mil 
lion pounds sterling," about forty mil 
lion dollars. 

Of this largo amount (suflieiont to 
build one half the Pacific Railway) a trill 
ing portion only has been applied to rail- 
way coin-ti'ticlioii, and should the Dora 
jnion Government ho allowed to have lis 
own way not more than a tiille will ovot 
ba applied to tbo purposo for which tho 
money Was 1 raised. 

These quotation from tho praaaibles 
to tho Bills jusk mentioned show conclu- 
sively that the Maskouzia Crovernmnut 
usad British Columbia and the Pacific 
Railway as a rejular "cntspnw "— first, to 
draw Out of tho pookakrf of the Can* liaa 
people three millions of dollar* annually: 
and, secondly, for the purposo of borrowing 
forty milliou dollars in England; but it 
is clear ihat thoy wipo out the resolu- 
tions about not increasing the r ile of tax- 
ation, which resolution the Minute of 
Council lays sirens upon. 

In the faoo 'of tho enactments ail u dad 
to aud duly ratified by Parliament, how 
pan tho GovernuionL havo tho effrontery 
to tron'i this Pravince iu tho manner in- 
diaatod by the infamous "Minute of 
Council"? : Wu may bo a small and poor 
community; but wo aro proud, plucky 
and, above all, honeefc, and will not euf- 
fer any sot of persons, power, or poten- 
tate to trample on onr rights with impu- 
nity. Wo make no cxecsuiYO demands, i 



We have agreed to relax our bargain and 
to sacrifice a lnrge portion of our rights, 
and simply ask and expect a Mi dicum of 
jushee. This Mr. Mackenzie hat been 
told in Parliament and out of Parliament. 
The Macdouald Government may bo ex- 
cused for entsriug at first into 
a bargain too hastily; but tho 
Maokenzio Government agreed to tho 
"Carnarvon Terms" with its eyes 
opon, aud there caunot bo the shadow of 
an oxcuso for now trying to broak 
through thoso terms. The Macdonald 
Government had been so long in oflico 
that its wheels became cloggad with tho 
laxity resulting frem a self-satisfied so- 
curity, which so impeded its action in 
direct channels as to force it into deep 
ruts from which there was no extrication 
without smashing tho maohiuo. Tho 
Mackenzie Government canio into ofiico 
with all these dangers clearly mapped 
out before its eyes, aud if former preach - 
ments (when in Opposition)on economy, 
honesty and integrity be any gnarautco 
for a righteous course, tho country had 
good reason to oxpect a purer political 
atmosphere and a better order of things 
from tho present Administration; but, 
alas! tho country has beon deceived, and 
as a climax to economy and honosty bo- 
hold the sequel: 

The first year iu office, taxation raised 
threo millions under falso protoucos. 
Forty millions of dollars borrowed osten- 
sibly for tho construction of tho Pacific 
Railway, whereas it is being expended on 
Ontario ('minis. An audacious attempt 
at repudiation of binding obligations, a 
disgraceful attempt to wriggle (not out 
of an ordinary bargain) but out of a bar- 
gain twice ratified by throe respective 
Governments. If the'Parliamont of Ca- 
nada will so far forget its dignity and 
sense of justice as to sanction such op- 
pressive and unrighteous proceedings it 
will meuit the scorn of all civilizod na- 
tions. 

The narrow-minded politicians who 
seek to deprive this Provinee of its rights 
in order that the money obtained for its 
use may bo Rpent on public workB at 
their own doors are not tho men to bo 
entrusted with the government of a now 
country, or to ehapo the destinies of a 
young nation, or to raise an enduring 
Structure on the permanent foundation 
of truth, integrity and right. 

Residents of British Columbia! you 
havo no reason to be disoouraged. Thuuk 
God, wo have privileges and resources of 
which we cannot bo robbed. Our mines, 
forests, seas and livers are aa bountiful 
as over. We lived beforo wo know Cana- 
da and wo can live should we know hor no 
more. An attempt is made to do ns seri- 
ous injury; but lot us bo firm with right 
on our side, and acquit ourselves like 
mon, and let tho [stigma of bad faith 
and repudiation rest upon Mr. Maoken- 
zie and bis colleagues. Justice.
